versity of Alberta were in the pro- 

vess of being made less rigid and 
formal, Dr. R. C. Wallace, president 
of the university, told 200 squthern 

Alberta high school teachers in an 

address. He called the final examina- 

tions “the bugbear of Alberta teach- 
ers.” 
Reform in examinations would be 


\directed towards leaving the teach-

fundamental, broad test to students 
matriculating from high school to 
university, Dr. Wallace said. 

“We are trying to achieve the 
aim at the university that every ex- 
amination paper set shall have one 
or two questions which cannot pos- 
sibly be answered by memorizing 
notes," he continued. 

The university president read as 
an example of the type of examina- 
tion he was proposing a set of four 
examinations presented by Alberta 
University authorities to determine 
a scholarship winner last year. They 
included general examinations to test 
knowledge in the fields of English, 
history, science and mathematics, 
having none of the formal type of 
examination question.

Alberta offers an ideal place for | 
the ancient and honrable art of fal- 
conry. the hunting of game birds 
with hawks according to Capt. Luff 
Meredith, of New York. 

First man to fly falcons in Al- 
berta, Capt. Meredith was in Cal- 
gary after a visit to the Rosebud 
district, Where he flew five birds 
one an Alberta goshawk. He did not 
hunt game birds with his hawks, but 
tléw them loose after pigeons. 

The falconer advocates his chosen 
sport as a means of conserving game 
birds, at the same time aiding in the 
extermination of birds of prey such 
as crows and magpies. 

‘I believe the sport would be a 
great conserver of game birds in the 
west,” he deéctared: ‘Unlike shoot- 
ing, an entire party can share in the 
thrills of hawking.” 

If hawks were used generally in- 
stead of guns, the death rate among 
game birds would be cut to about 
one-tenth, he said.

Cattle Exports To U.S. 


117,000 Head Shipped From Canada

mated that 17,000 were calves. U.S. | 
tariff on live cattle is three cents a 
pound when the animal is over 700 
pounds and 2'% cents when below | 
that weight.

This statement is made 
by Claire ‘Wallace in an article en- 
titled ‘What's Ahead for the Quints?’ 
in the November 15 number of Mac- 
lean's Magazine, in which she tells 
not only the present huge earnings 
of the Famous Five but also points 
out what they are likely to earn in 
the near future. The article states 
in part: 

“Tf the famed daughters of Mr. and 
Mrs. Dionne had been born as two, 
three or even four, their Hves would 
have gone-on very much, as 
children.

Saskatchewan Winning In 
Fight Against Tuberculosis 
With Aid of Christmas Seals 


Definite proof that Saskatchewan 
fs winning out in its fight against 
tuberculosis is afforded by the 
steadily decreasing death rate from 
this disease and the lessened de- 
mand for accommodation in the 
three sanatoria of the province 

A few years ago, with these three 
institutions operating full capacity. 
over 100 patients had to be housed 
in regular hospitals. This total has 
now been reduced to 20, and within 
another vear, it is confidently an- 
ticipated, all tuberculosis patients 
in the province will be housed in 
the three sanatoria provided for 
this purpose. Further, the death 
rate in Saskatchewan on a per cap- 
ita basis is lower than in any other 
provinces of Canada, and very close 
to being the lowest in the entire 
world. Not long ago the death rate 
from tuberculosis was three in 1,000 
every year; the present death rate 
from tuberculosis in Saskatchewan 
is one in 1,000 every two years 

The Saskatchewan Anti-Tubercu- 
losis League began its fight against 
the great white plague in 1910 and 
{n 1917, with the co-operation of 
the Provincial Government, the first 
sanatorium was erected at Fort 
Qu'Appelle. Two additional sana- 
torla have since been provided, one 
at Saskatoon and another at Prince 
Albert, with a total bed accommo- 
dation of 720 

Another great forward step was 
taken in 1929 when Saskatchewan. 
in advance of any other Canadian 
province or any other nation tn the 
world, established free treatment for 
tubercular people. Funds for the 
care of the tuberculosis sick in these 
institutions 1s provided through 
taxation by the Provincial Govern- 
ment and the urban and rural 
muni¢ipalities. 


Preventive Work 


The preventive work of the 
League, financed by the proceeds 
from the sale of Christmas Seals, 
is in a large measure responsible 
for the decrease in the number of 
cases and in curtailing the spread 
of the disease. Clinics are held 
monthly at Regina, Moose Jaw, 
North Battleford, Swift Current, 
Yorkton, Canora, Melfort and Tis-

Sir Frederick Ponsonby Given Secret 

Letters By Kaiser's Mother 
* Baron Sysonby of Wonersh, better 
known as Sir, Fredetick* Ponsonby; for 
20 years keeper of His Majesty's 
privy purse, who died a short time 
ago, had served in the households of 
Queen Victoria and King Edward 
and few of their a'‘des enjoyed 
greater confidence, 

He was descended on his mother's 
side from the second’ Earl Grey, 
author of the Reform Bill of 1882. He 
was the second son of General Sir 
Henry Ponsonby, for many years 
private secretary to Queen Victoria. 

He was appointed assistant keeper 
of Victoria's privy purse in 1894 and 
there followed a long series of high- 
ly confidential posts at Buckingham 
Palace. When the Empress Victoria, 
the Queen's daughter, widow of Em- 
peror Frederick, was dying at Fried- 
rickshof in 1901 she summoned Sir 
Frederick from London secretly and 
entrusted to him her private corre- 
spondence, saying: 

“T do not want a soul, certainly not} 
| Willie (her son the Kaiser Wilhelm 
II.) to know you have got them.” 

He succeeded in taking to London 
two large corded boxes and when 
the Empress died the grounds of the 
castle were surrounded by cavalry 
| and police while searchers for the let- 
| ters ransacked every room. He kept 
‘the letters for 27 years and then de- 
| cided on their publication ‘in the in- 
/terests of historic truth.” 
| When the letters of his mother 
were published in England in the 
Fall of 1928 the former Kaiser was 
reported to contemplate legal action 
to suppress the book. A few weeks 
later, however, it was said in Ber- 
| lin that Wilhelm not only urged the 
| unaltered publication of the letters 
in German, but had written a 1,700- 
word introduction to the German edi- 
tion, the translation to be supervised 
by Sir Frederick Ponsonby. 


Pioneers Honored 


_ — | 
Cairn Unveiled By Founder Of First 
Icelandic Settlement 

The dramatic history of Icelandic 
pioneers who first landed on _ the, 
shores of Lake Winnipeg in 1875, 
was fittingly marked 60 years after | 
when a memorial was unveiled at 
Gimli, Man., by Captain Sigtryggir 
Jonason, first discoverer of the site of 
what is now Gignli. 

Jonason, approaching his 80th 
year, brought the first group of Ice- 
landic settlers to Gimli in 1875 from 
Moorhead, Minn., by way of Winni- 
peg. The party made the trip in 
scows constructed in Winnipeg, and 
sailed down the Red river and along 
the west shore of Lake Winnipeg to} 
their new home. 

The cairn, built of local granite 
stone, has a 13-ton_ red granite | 
boulder fixed to the top, symbolizing 
the lasting qualities of the early pion- 
eers. On the west side of the boul- 
der, engraved in Icelandic and Eng- 
lish, is the folowing inscription: ‘“‘The| 
first Icelandic settlers arrived here 
Oct. 21, 1875." The names of the 
various districts of the first settle- 
ment are carried on the reverse face 
of the cairn.
